Former Head of Buffalo Central 

Labor Council Accused of Com- 
plicity in Trolley Wrecking. 


BUFFALO, N, ¥.,- Aug. 19.—Robert C. 
Lacey, former .President of the Central 
Labor Council of Buffalo, was arrested 
tonight, accused of having furnished”the 
explosive that was used in the recent 
outrages against the street railway 
property.

“We are receiving ‘applications tor 
licenses and -license renewals at the 
rate of 3,000 a week. Of this number 
fully one-half. are operators or owners 
of motor vehicles who have been driv- 
ing their cars in New-York City: with- 
out having provided themselves with li- 
censes as the law requires. 2

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’ Love at First Sight

O you or don’t you believe in 
love at first sight? 

The recent arrival in the 
port of New York of a cargo 
of “ picture brides” aboard 

the Greek liner King Alexander sug- 
gests the question. When the big 
boat docked its decks were filled 
with dark-eyed girls, most of whom 
had come all the way from Greece, 
a few from Italy, to marry men they 
had never seen except in photo- 
graph. The prospective bridegrooms, 
carrying well-thumbed pictures of 
their brides, fairly stormed Ellis 
Island in their attempt to match up 
pictures -with girls. 

Really, it’s a very simple way 
to choose a bride or a groom. 
Just get the name and ad- 
Gress of a girl living three or 
four thousand miles away and 
send her your photograph with 
a request for hers. The old adage 
about distance lending enchant- 
ment seems to work pretty well. 
Ten to one, if you like her picture 
well enough to ask her whether she 
is gamé to catch the next boat to 
New York and take a chance on you 
and matrimony, she will do it. That 
is the experience of the several hun- 
dred men who met the picture brides 
on the King Alexander. There’s 
romance and adventure in a court- 
ship like that, and most women like 
that sort of thing. Not one of the 
picture brides went back on her 
word when she landed. Photographs 
might flatter, but the brides kept 
their word. So did the bridegrooms. 
The couples walked away, hand in 
hand, smiling happily, decorously 
chaperoned by representatives of the 
Travelers’ Aid Society or other or- 
ganizations concerned with the 
safety of immigrants. 

For the past week the Bureau of 
Marriage Licenses has been doing 
marrying off

plied psychology. I asked him, 
point blank, whether there was any 
00d psychological foundation for a 
belief in the possibility of love at 
first aight. 

“ Yes, indeed,” sald Dr. Tannen- 
baum. “A thorough knowledge of 








psychology proves that such a thing 
as falling in love at first sight is 
quite possible. In such a case the 
person usually falls in love with a 
fetich or charm which he finds in 
the other person. To be concrete: 
Golden hair is an irresistible fetich 
for many men. It is, in fact, the 
most common fetich among men, be- 
cause it is associated in their minds 














; 











traitea. may be fetiches for some men. 
Descartes was noted for falling in 
love with women who had a slight 
squint. This only proves that what 


is a charm for one man may be re- 
pulsive to another. It also explains 
why it is often true that his rela- 
tives can’t understand what he sees 
in her, and her relatives can’t im- 
agine what she finds attractive in 
him. Fortunately, we are not all 
Possessed by the same fetich, are not 
all charmed by the same trait."’ 
What may a-fetich be? Dr. Tan- 





nenbaum explains his use of the 
term as follows: 


** Any object may become a fetich 


or charm when it is a fixed craving | their 


in a person’s mind as the result of 

a very intense emotional experience 
occurring in childhood.” 

**What do you first notice on meet- 
ing a person for the first time? ’’ 
was a question recently asked by a 
psychologist of a group of people. 
One said ‘* his eyes,’’ another, ‘* his 
nose,” a third, “ the person’s teeth,” 
and so on. By their answers the

In the same way 
persons find that they have perfectly 
unreasonable dislikes which influ- 
ence thefn in choosing a mate. 

I cited the case of a man who de- 
clared he fell in love with his wife 
before he saw her. He heard her 
singing and was sure, from the 
sound of her voice, that she was the 


possible. 

** Doubtless if you were to trace 
such an experience back to its 
source,” said the doctor, ‘* you 
would find the man’s mother used 
to sing to him when he was a child, 
and since then he has been looking 
for a woman whose singing reminded 
him of his mother’s.

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‘London Book Talk 


LONDON, August 10. 

T was only a few years ago that 

a French literary investigator, 

M. Legouis I think, brought to 

light the somewhat startling 

fact that William Wordsworth, 
in his blithe youth, became the ir- 
regular father of a daughter by a 
Frenchwoman. The eyent occurred 
during his early and feverish visit 
to the France of the Revolution 
when, as Professor George McLean 
Harper says, in his invaluable study 
of Wordsworth, ‘*‘ he dreamed of 
throwing in his lot with the Giron- 
dists, of stepping forward as a leader 
against Robespierre.’’ Whatever he 
dreamed, he threw in his lot with a 
young woman named Annette. who 
was afterward known as Mme. Val- 
lon. She bore him a daughter, and 
the connection weighed on him for 
many years. Professor Harper found 
evidence that Annette belonged ta a 
royalist family, and, he adds, “ It 
may well be that the objection to the 
permanent bond of marriage with a 
foreign lad of 22, a Republican, a 
free-thinker, and poor, came as 
much from the side of her relatives 
as his.’’ The babe thus begotten 
was named Caroline. The rest of 
the story is somewhat obscure, but 
it is evident that Wordsworth at- 
tempted no secrecy. His sister, 
Dorothy, knew ali about the matter, 
and so did his faithful wife. In a 
letter from Dorothy Wordsworth to 
a friend, now in the British Museum, 
and printed for the first time by 
Professor Harper: six years ago, we 
learn that the little girl resembled 
her father ‘‘ most strikingly.’’ 

My reason for suddenly recalling

How the League Works. 

Probably the’ Léeague-can ba best un- 
derstood from @ study of the work of 
the Assembliés, of which two have ‘al- 
ready been held: The ‘Assembly is the 
democratic chamber ~6f the. League, 
where all nations are. free and equal. 
The Assembly sessions mark,’ better 
than/ those of the Council, the mile- 
Stones of the League's progréss. ~The 
first Assembly was. called: by President 
Wilson. . It was his-right and honor ac- 
cerding to Article V. of the Covenant. 
It met in Geneve, Nov. 15, 1920. All 
things considered, it.made an extfaor- 
dinary record. : The official reports were 
in the shape. of a Provisional Verbatim 
Record of thé thirty plenary sessions of 
the Assembly, an official journal giving 
a complete abstract of the work of the 
entire. Congtes$, the ‘“Procts-Verbaux 
(minutes) of the six stibcommittees of 
the Assembly, and several hundred doc- 
uments coveritig every concéivable sub- 
ject of interest,-super-interest and non- 
interest fo the Assembly. 

What, then, did the Assembly do? In 
the first place forty nations sent dele- 
gates. They admitted six new mem- 
bers, two of them reeent enemies. ‘Four 
other States, formerly part of the Rus- 
sian Empire, namely, Esthonia, Latvia, 
Lithuania: and .Georgia, while not. ad- 
mitted,» were névertheless given ‘repre- 
sentation on the technical organizations 
of the. League. 

‘When for one reason or another prac- 
tically every nation in the League found 
itself unable ‘to assume a mandate over 
Armenia, the Assembly unanimously 
passed 4 resolution expressing. the hope 
that the efforts of the President of the 
United States, energetically supported 
by the Governments of Spain and Brazil 
and by the Council of the League, would 
result in the preservation of the Arme- 
nian race and in obtaining for Armenia 
a stable Government. President Wilson 
did everything he conld, but Congress 
refused to,aet, and, except for the de- 
linea’ of the boundary, the United 
| States had to leave Armenia to her fate. 

Belgitim had the honor of having the 
first Président of the Assembly. “Her 
distinguished diplomat and statesman, 
Paul Hymans,, was unanimously elected 
to the office. Naturally, the first’ thing 
done was to adopt’ rules of procedure. 
Perhaps the most important rule 
adopted was the suggestion of the Scah- 
dinavian delegates that the Assembly 
meet. automatically once a year, on: the 
first Monday in September. Another 
significant rule was that where the 
Coundil: and the Assembly have concur- 
rént -jurisdiction: neither one can inter- 
fere if the other has first taken cogniz- 
anee, of the matter. — 


Attention to Health. 


The Office International ‘d’Hygiene

voring Esperatto as the international 
language. 


South American Issues. 


Between the meeting of the first and 
second Assembly, the Council took sn 
two matters that Were of special 
terest to the United States. It has 
@ polite answer te Secretary Hughes's 
note on Yap, notifying the United States 
that ‘the League had not been delegated 
the power to allocate mandates, but only 
to lay down the niles by which man- 
dates were to be administered./ It also 
has taken note of the Panama-Costa 
Rica ‘boundary dispute by dispatching 
an identical télegram to Panama and 
Costa Rica reminding them of their obli- 
gations under the Paris covenant to pre- 
serve péace and asking for the facts. 
The United States “has officially taken 
no notice of this, and, as my pro-League 
friend, Theodore Marburg, well points 
out, hes therefore missed a fine oppor 
tunity to show our good-will to the 
League even though we are not a mém- 
ber of «it. 

I pass over other good deéds by the 
Council and on to the Second Assembly; 
which sat for five weeks last September 
The' members present, without a tissernte 
ing vote, admitted 'tliree new. nationg+ 
Bsthonia, Latvie‘and® Lithuania.:« Thus 
the: League now’ cimsists of fifty-one 
members. Thosé sti temaining outhite;: 
by necessity or. preference, are. Russia, 
Gertiany; Turkey/! Mexico and,i'to its 
everlasting shame, the United States. 

Jonkheer van Karnebeek; Minister of 
Foreign Affairs of Holland, Holland's 
thief delegate to the recent Wakhingtou, 
Conferenée: on the Limitation, of: A 
ment, was elected President of the sec- 
ond Assembly. 

At the first meeting of the Council of 
the League held éarly in 1920, Lord Cur- 
zon, the British delegate, took occasion 
to answer the purely American criticism 
that the League was a ‘“ super-govern- 
ment’’ and therefore in somé way 
(never explicitly = stated)- violated our 
Constitution. Despite this unequivocal 
répudiation, the charge still persists in 
high ‘places in America that the League 
is a super-State. Even President Hard- 
ing has recently reiterated it.

And Leon 
Bourgeois, the first President of the 
Council and the French chief delegate 
at both Assemblies, perhaps the greatest 
constitutional authority on the Covenant 
in Europe, took occasion during the sec- 
ond session to say that’ ‘‘ Those who 
have spoken about a super-State know 
very little about the League and entire- 
ly misunderstand it. We have every 
respect for thé individual sovereignty of 
nations; but we all bow before one 
sovereignty which is greater than any, 
namely the sovertignity of right.”’

I have not space here to deal with the 
elaborate schemes for perfecting the 
machinery of the League, whethety in 
the Secretariat, ‘the various commis- 
stons or in the procedure of the Assem- 
bly itself, I must confine myself large- 
ly to thé more important concrete things 
accomplished. Probably nothing done 
will have greater effect in hastening 
peace on earth than the definite estab- 
lishment of the Permanent Court of In- 
ternational Justice. This august tri- 
bunal as originally worked out by Blihu 
Root and his conferees at The Hague 
two Summers“ago was adopted: with but 
slight. modifications at the first meet- 
ing of the Assembly. -Prior to the con- 
vening of the second Assembly the one

A. Edison; and a thousand other leading 
men of affairs, scientists, educators, 
physicians and bankers and others 
signed a remarkable petition to Con- 
gress in behalf of _prohibition. adie 
With a view to sceing how these men 
stand on the prohibition question, and 
the enforcement of prohibition laws, the

This letter began by reminding the 
person addressed that he had signed the 
petition. to Congress. After that came 
President Harding’s statement in favor 
of . prohibition. Then followed ‘the 
editer’s: own ‘plea for. prohibition.

the prohibition amendment, I am inter- 
4 ested in knowing whether you still favor j 
prohibition as vigorously. as you didy 
when you signed the petition which I 
have quoted, or whether you have seen 
any cause to’ change your view in re- 
gard to the matter."’ 

Objection has been madé by critics of 
this poll that Richard H. Edmonds, edi- 
tor of The Manufacturers’ Record, did 
not reveal how many of these thousand 
signers of the prohibitfon petition. to 
Congress answered his létter. Instead 
of that, he said: ‘‘ Some of the men who 
signed that petition are’ away from the 
country and could not be reachéd, and 
‘some are dead. To several hundred 
other leading manufacturers . whose 
views. on prohibition pro or con, were 
entirely. unknown‘! to-us, a somewhat 
similar letter was sent. To about one 
hundred iron and steel men who haa 
at different times written The Manu- 
facturers’ Record in favor of prohibi- 
tion. as an economic measure a letter 
was sent asking if they still held the 
same opinion.”’ 


Only a Third Replied. 


It has been pointed out that of these 
1,300 persons addressed—1,100 of them 
recently articulate advocates of prohi- 
bition—only-393 replied. This fact has 
been held to show the. real significance 
of Mr, Edmonds’s poll.. He called the 
result ‘‘.an overwhelming: and sinjost 
unanimous ‘demand for prohibition.”’
